More UFO’s Flying 
Around Over USA

ANN ARBOR, 
Mich. AP — 
New reports of strange lights in 
the skies added today to the 
m ystery of unidentified flying 
objects. 
Alx)ut 30 persons - - including 
an off-duty deputy — phoned the 
Washtenaw County sheriff’s of­ 
fice Monday night to report 
seeing objects overhead in the 
Ann Arbor area with flashing 
red, 
white and green lights. 
At 
about 
the 
sam e 
time, 
police agencies in Bad Axe, 150 
m iles north, also were swamped 
with calls from residents who 
said they saw sim ilar flying ob­ 
jects. Other reports came in 
from the Flint area. 
Most of the reported sightings 
in the Ann Arbor area described 
the objects as flying less than 
500 feet overhead. Previous re­ 
ports last week placed them at 
1,000 feet or higher. 
Jack Bingham J r ., 14, a high 
school student, said he first 
spotted the objects through a 
telescopic rifle sight when they 
were about IO m iles away. 
Bingham, 
whose story was 
backed by his m other, said the 
objects 
moved with fantastic 
speed, zigzagged and moved up 
and down. 
Another Ann A rl»r resident 
who reported seeing lights in 
the sky was Richard Sober, an 
off-duty sheriff’s deputy. He and 
a neighbor watched the objects 
— flashing red, white and green 


lights—from their front yards. 
Near Flint, Police Chief Ford 
Wallace of Linden told of spot­ 
ting blue, white and red lights 
several thousand feet overhead 
which he said hovered for a 
tim e and then rapidly moved 
away to the north. 


On the West Coast, in the San 
Gabriel Valley near Los An­ 
geles, m ore than 200 persons 
called police and sh e riffs dep­ 
uties to report the sighting of 
baton-shaped, flam e-red lights 
that revolved clockwise as they 
silently ascended into the night 
sky. 


Strange flying objects were 
also reported Monday night in 
the Las Vegas, Nev., area. A 
com m ercial pilot, Ralph S avo­ 
ry, said he observed four white 
objects at high altitude, flying 
in an easterly direction. He 
made a report to Nellis Air 
Force Base. 
An Air Force investigator, Dr. 
J. Allen Hynek of Northwestern 
U niversity, said last week that 
some of the sightings probably 
were swamp gas. 
Buy Hynek, a prominent as­ 
trophysicist, 
emphasized his 
investigation was confined to 
only incidents reported on two 
nights. 
The National 
Investigations 
Com m ittee on Aerial Phenome­ 
na called on the government to 
release all information it has on 
unidentified flying objects.

Also advanced was a compan­ 
ion bill to regulate junkyards 
along m ajor highways.

Ngai City, killing an estim ated

said. The Communists offered 
stiff resistance to the first

m oderate casualties, but U.S. 
planes and artillery quelled the 
resistance. 
Rising Buddhist political agi­ 
tation 
in 
Saigon 
brought 
warning from P rem ier Nguyen 
Cao Ky that he will take “ very 
strong m easures” if necessary 
to halt the dem onstrations. 
Speaking to foreign newsmen 
while 
1,000 
students demon­ 
strated in another part of the 
city against his m ilitary regim e 
and the United States, Ky prom­ 
ised to act “ not for the survival 
of the government but for the 
survival of Viet Nam.” 
The students cheered 
and 
banged their desks at the Bud- 
dhist-led rally as 
speakers 
charged Ky’s junta with puppet­ 
like subservience to the United 
States.

After World War I, when T ru­ 
man was thinking about running 
for county collector, Jim Pen­ 
dergast talked his Uncle Tom 
into supporting Trum an for the 
U. S. Senate. 
Trum an 
was 
elected, and 
moved on up to the vice p re si­ 
dency and presidency. 
Jim Pendergast never claimed 
any personal ( redit. He always 
said Truman would have made 
J* anyway with no help from 
him. 
Pendergast 
continued 
as 
president of the Jackson Demo­ 
cra tic Club; attended national 
D em ocratic conventions,usual­ 
ly as a full delegate, and held 
a post on the state D em ocratic 
com m ittee. 
He gave up that 
post when health began to fail. 
His widow and two daughters 
survive.

ANN ARBOR, Mich, AP — 
New reports of strange lights in 
the skies added today to the 
mystery’ of unidentified flying 
objects. 
About 30 persons — including 
an off-duty deputy — phoned the 
Washtenaw County sheriff's of­ 
fice Monday night to report 
seeing objects overhead in the 
Ann Arbor area with flashing 
red, white and green lights, 
At 
about 
the 
same 
time, 
police agencies in Bad Axe, 150 
rn lies north, also were swamped 
with calls from residents who 
said they saw sim ilar flying ob­ 
jects, Other reports came in 
from the Flint area. 
Most of the reported sightings 
in the Ann Arbor area described 
the objects as flying less than 
500 feet overhead. Previous re­ 
ports last week placed them at 
1,000 feet or higher. 
Jack Bingham J r., 14, a high 
school student, said he first 
spotted the objects through a 
telescopic rifle sight when they 
were about IO miles away. 
Bingham, 
whose story was 
backed by his mother, said the 
objects moved with fantastic 
speed, zigzagged and moved up 
and down. 
Another Ann A rlor resident 
who reported seeing lights in 
the sky was Richard Sober, an 
off-duty sheriff's deputy. He and 
a neighbor watched the objects 
—flashing red, white and green 


lights—from their front yards. 
Near Flint, Police Chief Ford 
Wallace of Linden told of spot­ 
ting blue, white and red lights 
several thousand feet overhead 
which he said hovered for a 
time and then rapidly moved 
away to the north. 


On the West Coast, in the San 
Gabriel Valley near Los An­ 
geles, more than 200 persons 
called police and sheriffs dep­ 
uties to report the sighting of 
baton-shaped, flame-red lights 
that revolved clockwise as they 
silently ascended into the night 
sky. 
Strange flying objects were 
also reported Monday night in 
the Las Vegas, Nev*, area. A 
commercial pilot, Ralph Savo­ 
ry, said he observed four white 
objects at high altitude, flying 
in an easterly direction. He 
made a report to Nellis Air 
Force Base, 
An Air Force investigator, Dr, 
J , Alton Hynek of Northwestern 
University, said last week that 
some of the sightings probably 
were swamp gas. 
Buy Hynek, a prominent as­ 
trophysicist, 
emphasized his 
investigation was confined to 
only incidents reported on two 
nights. 
The National 
Investigations 
Committee on Aerial Phenome­ 
na called on the government to 
release all information it has on 
unidentified flying objects.

What kind of a statistic are you? 
That, after all, is what each one of us is to 
the scientists who study the pattern of disease-- 
the sum of all factors that may be involved 
in producing it—in a population. 
A very special group of “ statistics’* are the 
people taking part in more than a dozen such 
studies of coronary disease and heart attacks 
now going on in many parts of the United 
States. Over the years and across the country, 
their individual histories have merged into a 
composite picture from which it is possible to 
single out various factors that raise the risk 
of heart attack. 
On the basis of these findings, analyzed and 
correlated from several sources, a medical 
census-taker could draw your coronary profile 
—your risk of suffering a heart attack—the 
Missouri Heart Association points out. But first, 
this is what he would want to know: 
Your sex: It makes a difference, and before 
you hasten to add, “ Vive la difference,” ponder 
this: Men in their middle years (45-64) die 
of heart attacks almost three times more often 
than women in the same age group. At age 50, 
men are five times more likely than women of 
the same age to suffer a heart attack. Not only 
do women develop symptoms of coronary artery 
disease some 10-20 years later in life than men; 
women tend to develop less dangerous forms 
of the disease. 
Your age: You may think youth is your shield 
and armor, but now hear this: a quarter of a 
million people in the United States who die of 
coronary disease in the past year never reached 
three-score and ten. They died too young, be­ 
tween the ages of 25 and 64. Evidence is 
mounting that atherosclerosis (the aTtery clog­ 
ging that sets the stage for heart attacks) starts 
early in life — perhaps even in infancy. 
Your weight: Everybody may love a fat man, 
but—among middle-aged men who are 30% over 
their normal weight, the risk of a heart attack 
is twice as great as among middle-aged men 
of normal weight. 
Do you smoke cigarettes? Cigarette smokers 
in a population study which has been going on 
in Framingham, Mass., since 1949 had twice 
the risk of non-smokers of having a heart 
attack. This study also indivates that smokers 
who give up cigarettes reduce their risk to 
nearly the level Qf people who have never

If you’re not getting much (or any) physical 
exercise after office hours, you may be putting 
yourself in a high-risk category on this count. 
Surveys of several occupational groups—Israeli 
collective farm workers, London 
transport 
workers, American trainmen and postal work­ 
ers—suggest a recurrent theme. The heart 
attack death rate is significantly higher among 
the sedentary echelons: the clerical personnel 
vs. the field worker on the Israeli farm s; the 
drivers vs. stair-climbing conductors on Lon­ 
don’s double-decker buses); railroad clerks 
vs. switchmen and other active railway work­ 
ers; the post office clerk vs. your friendly 
neighborhood postman. The more they move, the 
longer they live. 
How’s your blood pressure? cholesterol? Only 
your doctor can answer these questions, and 
it might be a good idea to see him if you 
haven’t had a physical examination lately. High 
blood pressure and high blood cholesterol levels 
spell high risk of heart attacks. In this case, 
however, the Missouri Heart Association says, 
what goes up can come down, and therein lies 
the key to what you—with the help of your 
doctor—can do to reduce your risk on these 
two fronts.

RISING COST OF LIVING 
The Johnson administration’s “ inflation watch” 
is being enlivened almost every day with new 
statistical alarums. Closely monitored economic 
indexes seem to be moving upward at a pace 
that many economists interpret as a sign that 
the country’s war-fueled prosperity is getting 
out of control. Their prescription: stronger 
counter-inflationary action by the administra­ 
tion, starting with an increase in federal per­ 
sonal and corporate income taxes. 
Whatever the eventual decision on fiscal mea­ 
sures, the problem of living costs for con­ 
sumers promises to figure strongly in the mid­ 
term election campaign next autumn. Public 
opinion polls seem to confirm the belief of 
Republican leaders that the American people 
now view the prospect of rapid inflation as 


the country’s foremost domestic issue. Spokes­ 
men for the Johnson administration argue that 
the United States still is safely below the 
threshold of inflationary phenomena. While the 
argument may be correct for consumer prices 
as a whole, the most visible kinds of purchases 
—those at the grocery store—are rising the 
fastest. 
Consumer prices rose at an annual rate of only 
1.2 per cent from 1960 to 1964 but at a rate of 
2 per cent in 1965. With the Consumer Price 
Index standing at 111.0 (1957-59—IOO) last De­ 
cember, it was costing the consumer $11.10 
to buy the same “ market basket” of 400 goods 
and services that cost $10 in 1957-59. The 
index for consumer prices as a whole stopped 
rising in January 1966 despite a continued in­ 
crease in the cost of food. 
But the index is likely to resume its upward 
course when the figure for February is released 
in the next few days. An ominous sign in the 
trend was seen on March 17 when the Labor 
Department released the Wholesale Price Index 
for February, showing a seven-tenths of one 
per cent jump over the previous month. 
Over the last four months, the wholesale 
index has been rising at an annual rate of 
more than 6 per cent. Increases in whole­ 
sale prices tend to be followed within a few 
months by consumer price hikes, as both the 
raw m aterials and the finished products priced 
in the wholesale survey move through business 
channels to ultimate consumers. 
Rising costs of living exert greatest impact 
on persons with fixed incomes composed of 
savings bank interest, life insurance annuities, 
pensions or social security benefits. Families 
of workers whose wages are low also bear a 
heavy burden during times of inflation, as 
prices soar in such basic items as food, rent, 
clothing and medical care. 
On the other hand, many wage-earners are 
relatively untouched by inflation. Labor unions 
are often able to guarantee annual increases 
in wages, and some labor contracts contain 
escalator clauses which automatically com­ 
pensate for hikes in living costs. In the past 
IO years, hourly earnings of factory workers 
have jumped 41 per cent; in the same period 
living costs rose 15 per cent. Since 1960, the 
cost of living has gone up at a rate of about 1.5 
per cent a year while weekly wages without 
fringe benefits have been rising at a 3 per cent 
annual rate. 
Yet the current price situation appears alarm­ 
ing in contrast to the stability that prevailed 
during the six years preceding 1965. More­ 
over, history shows that the most violent price 
fluctuations have coincided with war years and 
the years following wars. The public and the 
financial community clearly are frightened about 
the prospects of an “ inflation psychology” 
accompanying expansion of the Viet Nam con- 
. flict in 1966. 
President Johnson has promised to act quickly 
in the field of taxation if the war-fueled boom 
builds up too much steam. To date, the adminis­ 
tration is putting its primary emphasis on get­ 
ting business and labor to conform to the wage- 
price guideposts established in 1962. If moral 
suasion can’t keep the price lid down, higher 
taxes -- even wage, price and credit controls— 
may have to be used to prevent sharp erosion 
of the purchasing power of the dollar.

OUR MISFORTUNE 
When Gov. Warren E. Hearnes laid out his 
program for the special session of the Missouri 
Legislature, this n e w 
s p a p e r voiced doubt that the 
lawmakers would get around to enacting it all. 
It wasn’t that we thought the program un­ 
worthy; on the contrary, it seemed on the whole 
to be an excellent one. Nor was it, from our 
viewpoint, a question of whether it could but 
if it would be accomplished. 
At the time, we noted that, because of redis­ 
tricting, this was a last term for many of our 
lawmakers—that some would be embittered by 
it, that there would be those who would deliber­ 
ately sabotage, or at least drag their feet on, 
various programs. We recalled that this w'ould 
be the last Missouri Legislature heavily loaded 
in favor of rural areas, that there would be 
those with private and regional axes to grind 
as a result. 
It appears now that we were quite correct in 
our predictions. The Associated Press reports 
that there are legislators who are “ bitter at the 
prospect of losing their single-county seats, and 
this seems to have generated an ‘anti’ feeling 
against the whole executive branch.” 
In at least one other case, two legislators are 
to face each other in a race for the new seat 
created by a merger of old districts; natural­ 
ly, they debate, argue, disagree—each trying to 
impress voters back home. 
These things are as natural as can be; yet they 
aren’t good statesmanship. Instead, they place 
individual ambitions and peeves above the wel­ 
fare of the people and the state. 
It will be too bad if such individual selfish­ 
ness should prevent the enactment of a good pro­ 
gram; and that’s precisely what it appears to be 
doing. 
Some of those bills could be worth millions in 
tax savings, as in the case of the anti-billboard 
legislation, defeat of which could cost Missouri 
at least $10 million a year. All have their eco­ 
nomic or social worth to Missouri and Mis­ 
sourians. 
Are some of them to be lost over personal, 
petty peeves? It appears so—and if they are, we 
hope the memories of v o t e r s back home are good 
enough to tab the saboteurs for as long as any 
of them may attempt to win public office.

Weekends are a tragic time 
on 
M issouri roadways. The 
Highway Patrol reports that 555 
deaths, or 41 per cent of the 
total traffic fatalities in Mis­ 
souri last year, occurred 
on 
Saturday and Sundays. 
There were 309 traffic deaths 
on the Saturdays of last year 
and 246 on Sundays. Tile month 
with the most weekend traffic 
fatalities was May with 63. 
Second highest was October with 
62. July recorded 59 deaths on 
weekends. 
There were only three week­ 
end days when a death on Mis­ 
souri highways was not re­ 
corded. 
The weekends so far in 1966 
have followed the tragic his­ 
tory of last year. So far, 116 
people have died in M issouri 
traffic 
on weekends. January 
had 44 traffic deaths, February, 
37, and the first three week­ 
ends of March recorded 35. 
Captain John A. Berglund, of 
the 
Patrol’s Safety Division, 
pointed out that there is more 
traffic over the weekend period 
and therefore more accidents 
and deaths. 
He said, “ M otorists must take 
an extra effort to do a better 
job of driving over the weekend, 
especially during the 
warm 
weekends ahead. The exposure 
to auto collisions is greater in 
the spring and summer due to 
the increase in traffic. 
“ To 
combat 
this situation 
there must be more alterness, 
more caution, more courtesy 
and more common sense on 
the part of everyone using the 
streets and highways during 
this period,” the Captain con­ 
cluded.

Railroad 
freight charges are 
one of them. 
Since 1958, the Association of 
American Railroads 
reports, 
these charges have declined an 
average of 13 per cent. In the 
same period, consumer prices 
as a whole rose 7 per cent. 
One reason for the downtrend 
in rail rates lies in an over­ 
hauling of the railroad price 
structure in which rates based 
on the value of shipped goods 
gradually 
are giving way to 
rates based more on shipping 
costs and competitive reality. 
Then changing railroad techno­ 
logy, undertaken at a vast cost, 
has 
led to dramatic improve­ 
ments 
in

moving goods by rail.

WASHINGTON 
— The 
big 
break 
between 
Communist 
China and Communist Russia 
has been simmering a long time 
and its culmination constitutes 
the most important political 
development of the year. 
Whenever the feud has come to 
the surface so the Western 
World could see it, the basic 
issu es 
have been over the 
question of atomic war and co­ 
existence with the United States. 
The first sign of friction be­ 
tween these two giants of Com­ 
munism came in 1956, when at 
the 
20th 
Party Congress in 
Moscow 
Khrushchev 
put the 
Soviet on record against atomic 
war and outlined his theory 
that economic achievement was 
more important than military 
achievement. 
This was 12 months after he 
had conferred with President 
Eisenhower at the Geneva Sum­ 
mit Conference in 1955, agreed 
to the principle of people-to- 
people friendship, and seemed 
convinced that Bee wanted peace. 
Again, in 1959. after Khrush­ 
chev conferred at length with 
Eisenhower at Camp 
David, 
friction with the Chinese flared 
again. They had warned him 
one year earlier against going 
to New York for a UN meet­ 
ing. Khrushchev listened, called 
it off. 
But in 1959 he became more 
and more convinced that the 
peace of the world depended 
on collaboration between Mos­ 
cow and Washington. So this 
time he did not call off the 
trip to Washington. One week 
afterward, however, he flew 
to Peking to report to the Chi­ 
nese on his talks with Eisen­ 
hower. Chinese leaders failed 
to 
meet him at the airport, 
were deliberately rude. 
“ STOOGE OF USA” 
Two years later, after the 
22nd Party Congress in Mos­ 
cow, October, 1961, I reported 
that Khrushchev’ s old political 
enemy, Foreign Minister Molo­ 
tov, had lined up on the side 
of the Chinese and against co­ 
existence. Molotov wrote a let­ 
te r to the Central Committee

stating: “ Without

nism .” 
I reported further that Molo­ 
tov 
was summoned back to 
Moscow from his job in Vienna 
and fired. The Chinese, led 
by Prem ier Chou En-lai, walked 
out of the conference and went 
home. 
Again the basic 
issue was 
peace or war with the United 
States. 
Next year, after I interviewed 
President Tito of Yugoslavia, 
the Chinese let loose a 5,000- 
word editorial blast at Tito for 
urging peace with the United 
States and for giving an inter­ 
view to “ an im perialist news­ 
paperm an.” They called Tito a 
“ stooge 
for 
the im perialist 
American m ilitary,” claimed 
he was a “ revisionist,” which 
in Communist jargon means a 
traitor, a reviser of Lenin's 
doctrine for a military show­ 
down with capitalism. 
One year later, 1963, Khrush­ 
chev signed a test-ban treaty 
with the United States. The 
Chinese refused to sign, and 
issued 
more blasts 
against 
Khrushchev 
for 
being 
a 
“ stooge” of the United States. 
TEN-YEAR BATTLE 
Such has been the running bat­ 
tle between the Chinese and 
the Russians for the last ten 
y ears. The Chinese summed it 
up this way in their letter to the 
R ussians dated last week: 
“ You have worked hand in hand 
with the United States in a whole 
se rie s of dirty deals inside and 
outside the United Nations. In 
close cooperation with the coun­ 
ter 
- revolutionary 
global 
stragety of American im per­ 
ialism you are now actively 
trying to build a ring of en­ 
circlem ent 
around 
socialist 
China.” 
The big question diplomats are 
asking 
today is: Should the 
United States and R ussia now 
get together? Since they are 
blam ed 
for collaborating and 
since the Chinese still do not 
recognize coexistence, should 
the USA and USSR cooperate to 


combat China’s growing atomic 
arsen al? 
The Russians claim that in the 
past every overture Khrushchev 
has made to the United States 
brought him a return kick in the 
pants. 
Ju st before the Paris Summit 
Conference in May, 1961, they 
pointed out, the United States 
sent a U-2 spy plane over Rus­ 
sia. 
Right after the signing of the 
test-ban treaty in 1963, they 
recall, Khrushchev offered to 
build on the foundation of this 
treaty for better understanding 
by a non-aggression pact be­ 
tween the NATO nations and the 
Warsaw Pact Nations; also by 
putting 
observers on 
each 
other's soil to guard against 
surprise attack. 
The United States was aloof. 
One reason for this aloofness 
was German opposition. Chan­ 
cellor Adenauer, then in power, 
was highly suspicious of the 
Soviet. 
Since then, however, things 
have changed. Here are some of 
the changes: 
1. Adenauer, though now out 
of office, recently stated that 
he was convinced of the peace­ 
ful aim s of the Soviet Union. 
2. West Germany has been 
making millions from Soviet 
trade while American industry 
has stood on the sidelines. Even 
Krupp, 
the 
one-time 
hated 
munitions 
maker, 
now has a 
contract to build factories in­ 
side R ussia; while Germany is 
selling a $150,000,000 steel mill 
to Red China. 
3. The Germans last week c ir­ 
culated new disarmament pro­ 
posals to 90 countries stating, 
among other things, their will­ 
ingness to have military ob­ 
se rv e rs on their soil. This was 
something to which the Germans 
vigorously 
objected 
when 
Adenauer was in office and when 
Khrushchev proposed it in 1963. 
All signs, therefore, pointed 
to some fresh new avenues for 
exploring 
peace if the diplo­ 
m atic cobwebs and the dif­ 
ficulties of the Viet Nam war 
can be cleared away.

STATISTICS AND YOU 
What kind of a statistic are you? 
That, after all, is what each one of us is to 
the scientists who study the pattern of disease— 
the sum of all factors that may be involved 
in producing it—in a population. 
A very special group of “ statistics’* are the 
people taking part in more than a dozen such 
studies of coronary disease and heart attacks 
now going on in many parts of the United 
States. Over the years and across the country, 
their individual histories have merged into a 
composite picture from which it is possible to 
single out various factors that raise the risk 
of heart attack. 
On the basis of these findings, analyzed and 
correlated from several sources, a medical 
census-taker could draw your coronary profile 
—your risk of suffering a heart attack—the 
M issouri Heart Association points out. But first, 
this is what he would want to know: 
Your sex: It makes a difference, and before 
you hasten to add, “ Vive la difference,** ponder 
this: Men in their middle years (45-64) die 
of heart attacks almost three tim es more often 
than women in the same age group. At age 50, 
men are five tim es more likely than women of 
the same age to suffer a heart attack. Not only 
do women develop symptoms of coronary artery 
disease some 10-20 years later in life than men; 
women tend to develop less dangerous form s 
of the disease. 
Your age: You may think youth is your shield 
and armor, but now hear this: a quarter of a 
m illion people in the United States who die of 
coronary disease in the past year never reached 
three-score and ten. They died too young, be­ 
tween the ages of 25 and 64. Evidence is 
mounting that atherosclerosis (the aftery clog­ 
ging that sets the stage for heart attacks) starts 
early in life — perhaps even in infancy. 
Your weight: Everybody may love a fat man, 
but—among middle-aged men who are 30% over 
their normal weight, the risk of a heart attack 
is twice as great as among middle-aged men 
of normal weight. 
Do you smoke cigarettes? Cigarette smokers 
in a population study which has been going on 
in Framingham, M ass., since 1949 had twice 
the risk of non-sm okers of having a heart 
attack. This study also indivates that sm okers 
who give up cigarettes reduce their risk to 
nearly the level Qf_peopl$ w'ho have never 
smoked. It was 
that pipe and cigar 
risk of heart attack 
smoker^ have no 
than non-sm okers. 
What do you do for a living? The answer to 
this question may provide the key to your way 
of life. Is your job sedentary, or physically 
active? lf it’s sedentary, do you try to com ­ 
pensate after hours for the lack of physical 
activity on the job? Or do you have too many 
labor-saving gadgets for your own good? 
If you’re not getting much (or any) physical 
exercise after office hours, you may be putting 
yourself in a high-risk category on this count. 
Surveys of several occupational groups—Israeli 
collective farm workers, London 
transport 
workers, American trainmen and postal work­ 
e r s —suggest a recurrent theme. The heart 
attack death rate is significantly higher among 
the sedentary echelons: the clerical personnel 
vs. the field worker on the Israeli farms; the 
drivers vs. stair-clim bing conductors on Lon­ 
don’s double-decker buses); railroad clerks 
vs. switchmen and other active railway work­ 
ers; the post office clerk vs. your friendly 
neighborhood postman. The more they move, the 
longer they live. 
How’s your blood pressure? cholesterol? Only 
your doctor can answer these questions, and 
It might be a good idea to see him if you 
haven’t had a physical examination lately. High 
blood pressure and high blood cholesterol levels 
spell high risk of heart attacks. In this case, 
however, the M issouri Heart Association says, 
what goes up can come down, and therein lies 
the key to what you—with the help of your 
doctor—can do to reduce your risk on these 
two fronts. 
No one has yet discovered the fountain of 
youth, nor is anyone suggesting that men alter 
their sex; but everyone can see his doctor 
and do something about overweight, smoking, 
exercise, high blood pressure and high blood 
cholesterol.

RISING COST OF LIVING 
The Johnson administration’s “ inflation watch” 
is being enlivened almost every day with new 
statistical alarums. Closely monitored economic 
indexes seem to be moving upward at a pace 
that many econom ists interpret as a sign that 
the country’s war-fueled prosperity is getting 
out of control. Their prescription: stronger 
counter-inflationary action by the administra­ 
tion, starting with an increase in federal per­ 
sonal and corporate income taxes. 
Whatever the eventual decision on fiscal m ea­ 
sures, the problem of living costs for con­ 
sum ers prom ises to figure strongly in the mid­ 
term election campaign next autumn. Public 
opinion polls seem to confirm the belief of 
Republican leaders that the American people 
now view the prospect of rapid inflation as 


the country’s forem ost domestic issue. Spokes­ 
men for the Johnson administration argue that 
the United States still is safely below the 
threshold of inflationary phenomena. While the 
argument may be correct for consumer prices 
as a whole, the most visible kinds of purchases 
—those at the grocery store—are rising the 
fastest. 
Consumer prices rose at an annual rate of only 
1.2 per cent from 1960 to 1964 but at a rate of 
2 per cent in 1965. With the Consumer Price 
Index standing at 111.0 (1957-59— IOO) last De­ 
cem ber, it was costing the consumer $11.10 
to buy the same “ market basket” of 400 goods 
and services that cost $10 in 1957-59. The 
index for consumer prices as a whole stopped 
rising in January 1966 despite a continued in­ 
crease in the cost of food. 
But the index is likely to resum e its upward 
course when the figure for February is released 
in the next few days. An ominous sign in the 
trend was seen on March 17 when the Labor 
Department released the Wholesale Price Index 
for February, showing a seven-tenths of one 
per cent jump over the previous month. 
Over the last four months, the wholesale 
index has been rising at an annual rate of 
more than 6 per cent. Increases in whole­ 
sale prices tend to be followed within a few 
months by consumer price hikes, as both the 
raw m aterials and the finished products priced 
in the wholesale survey move through business 
channels to ultimate consumers. 
Rising costs of living exert greatest impact 
on persons with fixed incomes composed of 
savings bank interest, life insurance annuities, 
pensions or social security benefits. Fam ilies 
of workers whose wages are low also bear a 
heavy burden during tim es of inflation, as 
prices soar in such basic item s as food, rent, 
clothing and medical care. 
On the other hand, many w age-earners are 
relatively untouched by inflation. Labor unions 
are often able to guarantee annual increases 
in wages, and some labor contracts contain 
escalator clauses which automatically com­ 
pensate for hikes in living costs. In the past 
IO years, hourly earnings of factory workers 
have jumped 41 per cent; in the same period 
living costs rose 15 per cent. Since 1960, the 
cost of living has gone up at a rate of about 1.5 
per cent a year while weekly wages without 
fringe benefits have been rising at a 3 per cent 
annual rate. 
Yet the current price situation appears alarm­ 
ing in contrast to the stability that prevailed 
during the six years preceding 1965. More­ 
over, history shows that the most violent price 
fluctuations have coincided with war years and 
the years following wars. The public and the 
financial community clearly are frightened about 
the prospects of an “ inflation psychology” 
accompanying expansion of the Viet Nam con­ 
flict in 1966. 
.President Johnson has promised to act quickly 
in the field of taxation if the war-fueled boom 
builds up too much steam. To date, the adminis­ 
tration is putting its primary em phasis on get­ 
ting business and labor to conform to the wage- 
price guideposts established in 1962. lf moral 
suasion can’t keep the price lid down, higher 
taxes — even wage, price and credit controls— 
may have to be used to prevent sharp erosion 
of the purchasing power of the dollar.

OUR MISFORTUNE 
When Gov. Warren E. Hearnes laid out his 
program for the special session of the M issouri 
Legislature, this new spaper voiced doubt that the 
lawmakers would get around to enacting it all. 
It wasn’t that we thought the program un­ 
worthy; on the contrary, it seem ed on the whole 
to be an excellent one. Nor was it, from our 
viewpoint, a question of whether it could but 
if it would be accomplished. 
At the tim e, we noted that, because of redis­ 
tricting, this was a last term for many of our 
lawmakers—that some would be embittered by 
it, that there would be those who would deliber­ 
ately sabotage, or at least drag their feet on, 
various programs. We recalled that this would 
be the last M issouri Legislature heavily loaded 
in favor of rural areas, that there would be 
those with private and regional axes to grind 
as a result. 
It appears now that we were quite correct in 
our predictions. The Associated P ress reports 
that there are legislators who are ‘‘bitter at the 
prospect of losing their single-county seats, and 
this seem s to have generated an ‘anti* feeling 
against the whole executive branch.” 
In at least one other case, two legislators are 
to face each other in a race for the new seat 
created by a merger of old districts; natural­ 
ly, they debate, argue, d isagree--each trying to 
im press voters back home. 
These things are as natural as can be; yet they 
aren’t good statesmanship, instead, they place 
individual ambitions and peeves above the w el­ 
fare of the people and the state. 
It will be too bad if such individual selfish­ 
ness should prevent the enactment of a good pro­ 
gram; and that’s precisely what it appears to be 
doing. 
Some of those bills could be worth m illions in 
tax savings, as in the case of the anti-billboard 
legislation, defeat of which could cost Missouri 
at least $10 million a year. AU have their eco­ 
nomic or social worth to M issouri and M is­ 
sourians. 
Are some of them to be lost over personal, 
petty peeves? It appears so—and if they are, we 
hope the m em ories of voters back home are good 
enough to tab the saboteurs for as long as any 
of them may attempt to win public office.

More labor disputes, more 
strikes and further increases in 
the cost of just about everything 
are things we don’t need right 
now or any time for that mat­ 
ter.

Weekends are a tragic time 
on 
M issouri roadways. The 
Highway Patrol reports that 555 
deaths, or 41 per cent of the 
total traffic fatalities in Mis­ 
souri last year, occurred 
on 
Saturday and Sundays. 
There were 309 traffic deaths 
on the Saturdays of last year 
and 246 on Sundays. The month 
with the most weekend traffic 
fatalities was May with 63. 
Second highest was October with 
62. july recorded 59 deaths on 
weekends. 
There were only three week­ 
end days when a death on Mis­ 
souri highways was not re­ 
corded. 
The weekends so far in 1966 
have followed the tragic his­ 
tory of last year. So far, 116 
people have died in M issouri 
traffic 
on weekends, january 
had 44 traffic deaths, February, 
37, and the first three week­ 
ends of March recorded 35. 
Captain John A. Berglund, of 
the 
P atrol's Safety Division, 
pointed out that there is m ore 
traffic over the weekend period 
and therefore m ore accidents 
and deaths, 
He said, "M otorists must take 
an extra effort to do a better 
job of driving over the weekend, 
especially during the 
warm 
weekends ahead. The exposure 
to auto collisions is g reater in 
the spring and sum m er due to 
the Increase in traffic. 
"T o 
combat 
this situation 
there must be m ore altem ess, 
m ore caution, m ore courtesy 
and m ore common sense on 
the part of everyone using the 
stre e ts and highways during 
this period,’* the Captain con­ 
cluded.

A few — a very few — things 
cost less now than they did some 
years ago. 
Railroad 
freight charges are 
one of them. 
Since 1958, the Association of 
American R ailroads 
reports, 
these charges have declined an 
average of 13 per cent. In the 
same period, consum er prices 
as a whole rose 7 per cent. 
One reason for the downtrend 
in rail rates lies in an over­ 
hauling of the railroad price 
structure in which rates based 
on the value of shipped goods 
gradually 
are giving way to 
rates based m ore on shipping 
costs and competitive reality. 
Then changing railroad techno­ 
logy, undertaken at a vast cost, 
has 
led to dram atic improve­ 
ments 
in 
the complex art of 
moving goods by rail. 
A spokesman for the Associa­ 
tion says; "F u rth er progress in 
reducing 
competitive 
freight 
rates is heavily dependent on 
what 
happens to President

WASHINGTON — The 
big 
break 
between 
Communist 
China and Communist Russia 
has been sim m ering a longtim e 
and its culmination constitutes 
the most 
im portant political 
development of the year. 
Whenever the feud has come to 
the surface so the W estern 
World could see it, the basic 
issu es 
have been over the 
question of atomic war and co­ 
existence with the United States. 
The first sign of friction be­ 
tween these two giants of Com­ 
munism came in 1956, when at 
the 20th 
Party Congress in 
Moscow 
Khrushchev 
put the 
Soviet on record against atomic 
w ar and outlined his theory 
that economic achievement was 
m ore im portant than military' 
achievem ent. 
This was 12 months after he 
had conferred with President 
Eisenhow er at the Geneva Sum­ 
m it Conference in 1955, agreed 
to the principle of people-to- 
people friendship, and seemed 
convinced that Ike wanted peace. 
Again, in 1959. after Khrush­ 
chev conferred at length with 
Eisenhow er at Camp 
David, 
friction with the Chinese flared 
again. 
They had warned him 
one year e a rlie r against going 
to New York for a UN m eet­ 
ing. Khrushchev listened, called 
it off. 
But in 1959 he became more 
and m ore convinced that the 
peace of the world depended 
on collaboration between Mos­ 
cow and Washington. So this 
tim e he did not call off the 
trip to Washington. One week 
afterw ard, however, he flew 
to Peking to report to the Chi­ 
nese on his talks with E isen­ 
hower. Chinese leaders failed 
to m eet him at the airp o rt, 
w ere deliberately rude. 
"STOOGE OF USA’* 
Two years later, 
after the 
22nd Party Congress in Mos­ 
cow, October, 1961, I reported 
that K hrushchev's old political 
enem y, Foreign M inister Molo­ 
tov, had lined up on the side 
of the Chinese and against co­ 
existence. Molotov wrote a le t­ 
t e r 
to the < e n t r a i 
I ore ii lit tee 


stating; "W ithout 
adversity, 
without war, there can be no 
real advance toward Commu­ 
nism.** 
I reported further that Molo­ 
tov 
was summoned back to 
Moscow from his job in Vienna 
and fired. The Chinese, led 
by P rem ier Chou E n-lai, walked 
out of the conference and went 
home. 
Again the basic issue was 
peace or war with the United 
States. 
Next year, after I interviewed 
President Tito of Yugoslavia, 
the Chinese let loose a 5,000- 
word editorial blast at Tito for 
urging peace with the United 
States and for giving an in te r­ 
view to "a n im perialist news­ 
paperman.** They called Tito a 
"stooge 
for 
the im perialist 
A m erican military,** claim ed 
he was a "revisionist,** which 
in Communist jargon means a 
tra ito r, a rev iser of Lenin's 
doctrine for a m ilitary show­ 
down with capitalism . 
One year later, 1963, Khrush­ 
chev signed a test-ban treaty 
wlth the United States. The 
Chinese refused to sign, and 
issued 
more blasts 
against 
Khrushchev 
for 
being 
a 
"stooge** of the United States. 
TEN-YEAR BATTLE 
Such has been the running bat­ 
tle between the chinese and 
the R ussians for the last ten 
years. The Chinese summed it 
up this way in their letter to the 
R ussians dated last week: 
"You have worked hand in hand 
vs Uh tilt' L .lite I state.s In .1 whole 
se rie s of dirty deals inside and 
outside the United Nations. In 
close cooperation with the c oun­ 
te r 
• revolutionary 
global 
stragety of Am erican im per­ 
ialism you are now actively 
trying to build a ring of en ­ 
circlem ent 
around 
socialist 
China.** 
The big question diplom ats are 
asking 
today is: Should the 
United States and Russia now 
get together? Since they are 
b l a m e d 
l u r (O ll at io ra tl ng and 
since the Chinese still do not 
recognize coexistence, should 
the USA aud USSR cooperate to 


com bat China’s growing atom ic 
arsen al? 
The Russians claim that in the 
past every overture Khrushchev 
has made to the United States 
brought him a return kick in the 
pants. 
Ju st before the P aris Summit 
Conference in May, 1961, they 
pointed out, the United States 
sent a U-2 spy plane over R us­ 
sia. 
Right after the signing of the 
test-ban treaty in 1963, they 
re c a ll, Khrushchev offered to 
build on the foundation of this 
trea ty for better understanding 
by a non-aggression pact b e­ 
tween the NATO nations and the 
W arsaw Pact Nations; also by 
putting 
observers on 
each 
o th er’s soil to guard against 
su rp rise attack. 
The United States was aloof. 
One reason for this aloofness 
w as German opposition. Chan­ 
c ello r Adenauer, then in power, 
was highly suspicious of the 
Soviet. 
Since then, however, things ‘ 
have changed. Here are som e of 
the changes:

Fight time is 10:30 p.rn , EST. 
Chuvalo, the father of four 
boys, finished training on an 
optimistic and cheerful note. 
The Canadian is as happy as a 
kid with a new sled who has 
just been told school has been 
closed because of a heavy snow­ 
fall. Chuvalo never thought he 
would get the title shot and his

ever, one that 
could range from $50,000 to 
more than $100,000 depending 
on the gross gate at the Maple 
Leaf Gardens and the closed­ 
circuit television receipts in 
the United States and Canada.

The work area constitutes a 
much larger tract than 
the 
actual shipyard site. The equip­ 
ment is rolling along about 3/4 
mile stretch of the Mississippi 
River bank, picking up dirt and 
hauling it to the actual site. 
Such a project is not as easily 


completed as it might seem 
since it must have a certain 
slope and this differs at var­ 
ious points. 
Strong, 
gusty winds turned 
the location into what looked 
like a desert, whipping thick 
clouds of dust across the old 
levee and down the barren site.

When I Was A Boy 


As compiled by Ralph Gregory, Curator 
of the Mark Twain Shrine, Florida, from 
the writings of the founder of the Appeal, 
B. F. “ Pappy” Blanton, in 1919-20. A 
contemporary of Mark Twain, “ Pappy” 
Blanton wrote of the times and customs 
that were so dear to Twain, and about 
which Twain wrote so many interesting and 
humorous anecdotes. 
(Verbatim copy, with some questions and 
guesses as to missing words) 
B.F. “ Pappy” Blanton 


Jan. 23, 1920 
When I was a boy there was 
no such fire arms in existence 
as there is today. Every gun 
in my neighborhood was a rifle, 
many of them so heavy that a 
ten year old boy could hardly 
carry one across the yard, while 
some of them were smaller and 
were known as squirrel rifles. 
I had never seen a shot gun un­ 
til I was fourteen years old. 
All guns and pistols then were 
flint lock guns, and percussion 
caps had never been heard of, 
and these old flint lock guns 
were the kind our forefathers 
won their independence with in 
the great Revolutionary war and 
the kind that whipped the B r i­ 
tish in 
1812. Caps for guns 
were not in use until long since 
I first saw a gun, but now the 
old percussion cap has been re­ 
lated to the rear and we have 
guns that you can shoot as'fast 
as you can pull a trigger. 
When I was a boy I was no 
better or 
no 
worse than the 
average boy, and the boys of 
long ago were very much as 
are boys of today. Of course 
boys in my day did lots of devil­ 
ment with no intention of doing 
wrong, because boys do not stop 
to consider the right or the 
wrong of a thing until after it 
is done. Knowing this I have al­ 
ways been ready and willing to 
make allowance for the wrongs 
that children do as I remember 
how it was with them when I 
was a boy. Children, boys or 
girls, really do much wrong 
unknowingly, and if you love 
children as I do and as every­ 
body should it is quite an easy 
matter to overlook their mis- 
chevious deeds. Our great fault 
with many grown men is that 
they forget that they were ever 
boys, and perhaps worse than 
the average boy of today. 
When I was a boy many things 
were very like they are at 
present. We have been asked 
by several persons to tell of 
the superstitions of the long 
ago when I was a boy. Yes, 
there was more or less of it 
then, such as killing a snake 
and turning it on its back to make 
it rain, and the black people 
believed strongly in ghosts, and 
some of them could tell you just 
they ha<J seen one and what 
like, and many people 
believed in Faith Doctors, and 
planting in the moon, etc., but 
about the same proportion of the 
people 
of 
today believe 
the 
same 
things. 
Now we 
have 
Christian Science, which is not 
unlike the old time faith doctors, 
man now believe in Spiritualism 
and believe the spirits of the 
dead can be called back and 
the great dailies, like the Globe- 
Democrat, 
believe 
in the 
“ Weegie” Board, and frequent­ 
ly publish a lot of rot supposed 
to come from the spirit world 
through a woman who died a few 
hundred years ago. There is 
more supersitition than there 
was when I was a boy. 
When I was a boy there were 
many thousands of black slaves 
in this state and people gene­ 
rally believed that it was a Di­ 
vine institution, and I have often 
heard men quote Scripture to 
justify slavery, and we all be­ 
lieved it the proper thing, but 
do not now. The slaves in my 
part of the world were 
well 
treated, as a general rule, and 
I never knew of but one brutal 
slave owner, and he was about 
as mean as the devil wanted 
him to be, I guess. And yet he 
posed as a very pious man. The 
darkies 
in most homes were 
warmly clothed and well fed on 
good substantial food, and when 
sick 
the 
family 
doctor was 


called in and they were well 
cared for, and I believe now that 
the Negroes away back there 
were the happiest people I ever 
saw. They took no thought of 
tomorrow, but sung and danced, 
patted Juba as long as they 
pleased at night and then slept 
like a log. I know a few old 
Negroes now who would be bet­ 
ter off if they were back in 
their old cabins with no thought 
for the coming days.

COMMISSION ENDS 
REDISTRICTING TASK 
With 
the resolution of dif­ 
ferences over a north St. Louis 
district, 
the House Reappor­ 
tionment Committee voted 18- 
2 last week to approve a tenta­ 
tive House redistricting plan 
which faces three days of hear­ 
ings this week and a final ap­ 
proval by the commission. 
Although commission chair­ 
man, 
Andy Runge, and vice 
chairman 
Robert 
Dorsey 
pointed out, “ we have not al­ 
lowed ourselves to make sub­ 
jective judgements,” the last 
obstacle to agreement on apian 
was eliminated when commis­ 
sion Democrats agreed to give 
Republicans a favorable dis­ 
trict in the Ferguson-Spanish 
Lake area of St. Louis. 
Subjective judgements are un­ 
avoidable even when population 
is the guideline, one University 
of Missouri political scientist 
pointed out. In a given area, 
to be divided into two districts, 
subjective determination must 
enter in when the districts can 
be drawn in two different ways, 
both equal in population, but 
varying widely in the weight of 
Democrats versus Republicans. 
The 
Ferguson-Spanish Lake 
area was one of three St. Louis 
districts in which Republicans 
were given a marginal chance 
of winning. St. Louis received 
28 districts and St. Louis Coun- 
• ty was allocated 26. Jackson ■ 
County, including Kansas City, 
received 23 districts. 
Attempting to comply with re­ 
apportionment 
plans 
already' 
approved 
by the courts, the 
commission kept its population 
variances within IO per cent 
above and IO per cent below 
the magic district size of 26,- 
502, Runge said. 
Dorsey 
said the 
heaviest 
variance throughout the state 
would be under 20per cent from 
the largest to the smallest dis­ 
trict, with most ranging around 
IO per cent variances. 
Although the commission tried 
to stay within existing political 
subdivision lines throughout the 
state, Dorsey said this was al­ 
most impossible in most cases. 
He said about seven counties 
were split and combi >d with 
other districts where th ,r>pop­

under the “ magic numt r ” — 
most of these counties included 
no large towns and forced th*' 
crossing of county lines.

counties. 
After hearings this week, the 
commission must give final ap­ 
proval to the plan and submit 
it to the Secretary of State.

AUDITOR CO M PLETES

State Auditor Haskell Holman 
has just completed a five-year 


audit of the University of Mis­ 
souri and has asked the Uni­ 
versity's Board of Curators 
to review it at their next meet­ 
ing. 
Three years behind schedule, 
audits for the University are 
supposed to lie completed every 
two years, Holman said. How­ 
ever, he pointed out that his 
office has been trying to shorten 
the periods between audits for 
other state agencies and county 
governments and that he hopes 
to bring the University audit 
back on a two-year schedule. 
In the past, audits for third 
and fourth-class counties were 
made every six years and Hol­ 
man has reduced this schedule 
to every four years. Auditors 
from the state office work con­ 
tinually 
on 
county 
records, 
making a complete cycle of the 
107 third and fourth-class coun­ 
ties every four years, 
In addition, Missouri statutes 
require institutional audits to be 
made every two years, except 
for the State Treasurer’s Of­ 
fice, which is audited each year, 
Holman said.

WASHINGTON 
AP — The 
Marine Corps is testing in Viet 
Nam a machine gun so light it 
can be fired from any position 
and can be fitted with a bayonet 
for hand-to-hand fighting. 
This weapon, generally fired 
from a bipod — a two-legged 
mount, is about half as heavy as 
most machine guns in its class. 
Its ammunition is 
so much 
lighter that its crew can carry 
about 
three times as many 
rounds. 
The machine gun is a member 
of the Stoner G3 s rn all-weapons 
family. This is a novel system 
in which six different guns can 
be fashioned from one basic 
component 
by 
interchanging 
parts. 
Eight of the belt-fed Stoner 
light machine guns are being 
evaluated by the Marines in the 
Viet Nam war, Marine sources 
said today. The testing began 
last month and will continue for 
an indefinite period. 
None of the other five forms 
of tile Stoner system are being 
tried out at this time. The five 
are an assault rifle, a carbine, 
a light machine gun using a 30- 
pound magazine, a medium m-t- 
chine gun on a rather heavy 


tripod, and a fixed machine gun 
designed to 
tx* 
mounted 
on 
tanks, trucks, helicopter^ and 
other vehicles. 
The Stoner system is one of 
those being studied by the Army 
which is taking a long look at 
the entire spectrum of sm all 
weapons. Out of that study may 
come a new standardized infan- 
try-tvpe weapon for U.S. ground 
forces, both Army and Marine. 
Gen. 
Wallace 
M. 
Greene, 
Marine Corps commandant, is 
an adm irer of the Stoner sys­ 
tem. 
The Stoner machine gun, like 
its other five cousins in the s y s ­ 
tem, fires the 5.16-millimeter 
•223-caliber bullet which also 
is used by the lightweight MIG 
rifle now teeing introduced into 
Viet Nam in considerable num­ 
ber for U.S. ground troops as 
well as for South Vietnamese 
and South Korean soldiers. 
Like the M16, the Stoner fea­ 
tures 
high muzzle 
velocity 
which heightens its killing pow­ 
er at short range.

are accuracy, 
reliability, ruggedness and ease 
of maintenance in the fie ld - 
all, together with light weight, 
desirable in the kind of fight­ 
ing lx*ing waged in Viet Nam.

Synthesixed Thing 
Reproduces Itself 
Two 
Vote 
By JOHN BARBOUR 
PHOENIX, Ariz. AP — Ally­ 
ing thing has been synthesized 
in a test tube — and it 
re ­ 
produces itself in as little as 
two 
minutes, a scientist said 
today. 
In fact, if you could provide 
enough ra w m aterials for it, 
it would produce in 24 hours so 
many pounds of itself that the 
only way 
to understand 
the 
number 
of pounds would be to 
multiply 
one 
quadrillion by 
itself seven tim es. 
Since it would cost about $9,- 
600 to pay tor a pound of raw 
m aterials, Ibex HmorTiJas-ail# ^ 
little frightening too. 
But Dr. Sol Spiegelman of the 
University of Illinois -- who 
synthesized the living material 
fo r the first time last summer 
- - makes only a 30th of 
an 
ounce at a time to work with. 
The m aterial Is a copy of the 
genetic heart of a virus. It is 
ribonucleic acid or RN A -- the 
part of the virus that has the 
ability to recreate itself. RNA 
is found in most types of cells. 
To set the stage for the syn­ 
th esis, 
Dr. Spiegelman 
pre­ 
p ares 
a broth of nucleic acids 
that make up the virus, plus 
som e 
magnesium salt. 
Then 
he adds a copy of the virus RNA 
to act as a sort of template -- 
and an enzyme, or chemical 
helper left over from a natural­ 
ly occurring virus. 
The enzyme, which rem em ­ 
b ers its job from the virus that 
created it, and the virus copy 
take over from there. In two 
minutes it recreates itself the 
first time, and gets faster and 
faster after that -- as it re ­ 


fines the reproduction process. 
The resulting virus RNA not 
only duplicates itself, 
but 
produces some changed altered 
form s of itself as well-show­ 
ing that it has the ability to 
evolve as other living things 
do 
The m aterial offers a system 
to study how viruses reproduce 
and how they infect living cells. 
The artificial virus RNA can 
infect cells just as the natural­ 
ly occuring virus. Once inside 
a 
cell, it' commandeers the 
cell’ s machinery to produce 
more viruses and cover them 
until protein eoOt that natural­ 
ly occurring viruses wear. 
Dr. Spiegelman spoke of his 
work before the American Can­ 
cer Society’s annual science 
w riters’ sem inar.

The Republican Coordinating 
Committee Monday agreed to 
put off formal consideration of 
the plan until after the congres­ 
sional elections next November. 
One party source said flatly 
the project is dead. 
Michigan Gov. George Rom­ 
ney told newsmen he concurred 
with the postponment. He said 
the conference idea -- with its 
presidential 
campaign 
over­ 
tones -- should not be seriously 
considered until after the com ­ 
ing elections. 
“ I have developed very sign if­ 
icant reservations personally 
a s to the wisdom of trying to 
do 
this 
under 
the circum ­ 
stan ces,” Romney said. “ My 
support for it has declined.” 
Romney and Wisconsin Rep. 
Melvin R. Laird had joined in 
earlier support of the confer­ 
ence plan. Laird headed 
the 
platform committee at the last 
Republican 
National Conven­ 
tion. 
The idea was to shape well in 
advance a platform acceptable 
to 
all 
potential 
Republican 
presidential 
nominees, thus 
avoiding 
the possibility of a 
national 
convention fight on 
platform issues. 


Laird said unless all the con­ 
tenders for 
the 1968 p resi­ 
dential nomination agreed to ac­ 
cept the platform 
produced 
by an advance conference “ the 
whole thing would be an exer­ 
cise in futility. 
“ If you can’t get the agree­ 
ment, you might as well not do 
it,” he said.

Marine Corps is testing in Viet 
Nam a machine gun so light it 
can be fired from any position 
and can be fitted with a bayonet 
for hand-to-hand fighting. 
This weapon, generally fired 
from a bipod — a two-legged 
mount, is about half as heavy as 
most machine guns in its class. 
Its ammunition is 
so much 
lighter that its crew can carry 
about 
three tim es as many 
rounds. 
The machine gun is a member 
of the Stoner 63 sm all-weapons 
family. This is a novel system 
in which six different guns can 
be fashioned from one basic 
component 
by 
interchanging 
parts. 
Eight of the belt-fed Stoner 
light machine guns are being 
evaluated by the Marines in the 
Viet Nam war, Marine sources 
said today. The testing began 
last month and will continue for 
an indefinite period.

Synthesixed

in a test tube — and it

of 
Assembly. Only adult whites can 
vote. Men and women are on 
the same franchise. 
Four white members are elec­ 
ted separately by the country’s 
almost two million 
colored-- 
people of mixed blood. The

seats 
being 
contested 
Wednesday is 166. 
Verwoerd’s party won 65 per 
cent of the contested seats five 
years ago, The main opposition 
is the United party led by Sir 
De Vllllers Graaff. 
Though the country has been 
drenched by a torrent of polit­ 
ical 
speeches and 
campaign 
literature, the campaign pro­ 
duced few fireworks. One United 
party rally really was broken up 
by thugs after a policeman had 
his face cut. Campaign posters 
have been smeared with swas­ 
tikas and university students 
have shouted down United party 
speakers.

‘F outed Up’ C ommunism

onfusingC ommunists

WASHINGTON 
AP — Com­ 
munism is getting so fouled up 
it not only has people in this 
country confused, it has Com­ 
munists confused, too. 
The Red-ruled world, or most 
of it, has assembled in Moscow 
to hear the latest Soviet policy 
lines on Stalin, Viet Nam, and 
other Communist problems. 
But Red China isn't there. 
Just last week it wrote the Rus­ 
sians that it wouldn't go, accus­ 
ing them of “ dirty deals" and 
of working hand in glove with 
the United States to rule the 
world. 
This 
ended, probably for a 
long time, any possibility of 
reconciliation between the two 
giants of communism. Only pro- 
Chinese Communist parties in 
Japan, 
New Zealand and Al­ 
bania rejected the invitation to 
Moscow. 
This shows poor support for 
the Red Chinese who have suf­ 
fered one setback after another 
in the past couple of years in 


various parts of the world where 
they once had influence. 
But this is a split between 
Communist parties. The New 
York Times Sunday had some­ 
thing to say about what's hap­ 
pening 
inside the most ad­ 
vanced of all the Communist 
countries, the Soviet Union. 


“ The Soviet society the Com­ 
munists built," said the Times, 
“ is exciting and awesome; in­ 
side it the least exciting, the 
least inspiring, the least prom­ 
ising element is the Commu­ 
nist party itself. 


“ Its work as the vanguard of 
the 20th century revolution fin­ 
ished, 
the 
Communist party 
goes into its 23rd congress (the 
present Moscow meeting) des­ 
perately searching for a new 
role. 
“ In the changing Soviet so­ 
ciety the party is following, not 
leading." 
And Monday the Times re­ 
ported, “ In Eastern Europe to­ 
day Communist ideology tends 
to wither away while Commu­ 


nist states remain." 
In other words, communism is 
getting to be old hat to the peo­ 
ple in Communist countries who 
see the Western 
countries 
bulging with prosperity. 
This is understandable. The 
Russian revolution is now 48 
years old. That was long enough 
to establish a base but its ideas 
are frozen in the philosophy, 
ideology and pronouncements of 
pre-1917 revolutionary days. 
Half a century is often time 
enough for a revolution to wear 
itself out. The French revolu­ 
tion in far less time than that 
was lost in the individual am­ 
bitions of Napoleon. 


And the philosophy of Herbert 
Spencer — that the rich are rich 
because they are superior and 
the poor are poor because they 
are inferior -- which prevaded 
much of American capitalist 
thinking in the late 19th century 
and the first 35 years of this one 
is pretty well discarded. 
It was lost when the United 
States government became a 


welfare state with its Social Se­ 
curity program in 1935 and in 
1946 
when Congress declared 
for the first time in that body 
that the government had a re­ 
sponsibility for the general wel­ 
fare. 


Yet one so-called expert after 
another in recent weeks has 
suggested 
the 
United states 
take a new and softer line to­ 
ward Red China to improve 
both trade and relations. 
How they can expect that to 
happen — no matter how hard 
the United States tried — is 
hard to imagine when it is re­ 
membered that Red China has 
spurned all efforts by its Com­ 
munist-neighbor, the Soviet Un­ 
ion, to end their rift. 


Arthur J. Goldberg, U.S. am­ 
bassador to the United Nations, 
said Monday when asked if this 
country was thinking of ending 
its opi>osition to a U.N. seat for 
Red China: 
“ We have had no indication of 
a change of attitude on the part 
of the Red Chinese."

Two-Faced Mustard 
Fights Cancer C ells

opment of a two-faced, Jekyll- 
and-Hyde type 
of 
cancer- 
fighting drug which apparent­ 
ly becomes evil only when it 
hits cancer cells.

safer version of the cancer- 
attacking nitrogen - mustard 
drugs that are chemical cousins 
of skin-blistering poison gases 
used on World War I battle­ 
fields. 
The new drug - - s o far used 
only in animals but with prom­ 
ising results — has been dubbed 
a “ stingless mustard," in that it 
attacks cancer cells like con­ 
ventional mustards, but appar­ 
ently 
lacks 
their unwanted 
“ sting" for normal cells. 
Dr. 
Zinon O. Papanastassiou 
of 
Arthur 
D. Little, Inc., 
Cambridge, Mass., told about it 
in a report prepared for the 
151st national meeting of the 
American Chemical Society. 
He 
said the synthetic com­ 
pound — called ADL-45 — has 
shown high activity against a 
wide 
variety of experimental 
animal tumors, 
especially 
against two types of leukemia 
cells. Further testing is under 
way, looking towards the possi­ 
bility of trials in humans, h< 
said. 
But he declared in an inter­ 
view supplementing his techni­ 
cal report that “ I am only very

F outed Up’ C ommunism 
C onfusingC ommunists

WASHINGTON 
AP — Com­ 
munism is getting so fouled up 
it not only has people in this 
country confused, it has Com­ 
munists confused, too. 
The Red-ruled world, or most 
of it, has assembled in Moscow 
to hear the latest Soviet policy 
lines on Stalin, Viet Nam, and 
other Communist problems. 
But Red China isn't there. 
Just last week it wrote the Rus­ 
sians that it wouldn't go, accus­ 
ing them of “ dirty deals" and 
of working hand in glove with 
the United States to rule the 
world. 
This 
ended, probably for a 
long time, any possibility of 
reconciliation between the two 
giants of communism. Only pro- 
Chinese Communist parties in 
Japan, New Zealand and Al­ 
bania rejected the invitation to 
Moscow. 
This shows poor support for 
the Red Chinese who have suf­ 
fered one setback after another 
in the past couple of years in 


various parts of the world where 
they once had influence. 
But this is a split between 
Communist parties. The New 
York Times Sunday had some­ 
thing to say about what's hap­ 
pening 
inside the most ad­ 
vanced of all the Communist 
countries, the Soviet Union. 


“ The Soviet society the Com­ 
munists bunt," said the Times, 
“ is exciting and awesome; in­ 
side it the least exciting, the 
least inspiring, the least prom­ 
ising element is the Commu­ 
nist party itself. 
“ Its work as the vanguard of 
the 20th century revolution fin­ 
ished, 
the 
Communist party 
goes into its 23rd congress (the 
present Moscow meeting) des­ 
perately searching for a new 
role. 
“ In the changing Soviet so­ 
ciety the party is following, not 
leading.'' 
And Monday the Times re ­ 
ported, “ In Eastern Europe to­ 
day Communist ideology tends 
to wither away while Commu­ 


nist states rem ain." 
In other words, communism is 
getting to be old hat to the peo­ 
ple in Communist countries who 
see the Western 
countries 
bulging with prosperity. 
This is understandable. The 
Russian revolution is now 48 
years old. That was long enough 
to establish a base but its ideas 
are frozen in the philosophy, 
ideology and pronouncements of 
p re -1917 revolutionary days. 
Half a century is often time 
enough for a revolution to wear 
itself out. The French revolu­ 
tion in far less time than that 
was lost in the individual am­ 
bitions of Napoleon. 


And the philosophy of Herbert 
Spencer -- that the rich are rich 
because they are superior and 
the poor are poor because they 
are inferior -- which prevaded 
much of American capitalist 
thinking in the late 19th century 
and the first 35 years of this one 
is pretty well discarded. 
It was lost when the United 
States government became a 


welfare state with its Social Se­ 
curity program in 1935 and in 
1946 
when Congress declared 
for the first time in that body 
that the government had a re ­ 
sponsibility for the general wel­ 
fare. 


Yet one so-called expert after 
another in recent weeks has 
suggested 
the 
United states 
take a new and softer line to­ 
ward Red China to improve 
both trade and relations. 
How they can expect that to 
happen — no m atter how hard 
the United States tried -- is 
hard to imagine when it is re ­ 
membered that Red China has 
spurned all efforts by its Com­ 
munist-neighbor, the Soviet Un­ 
ion, to end their rift. 
Arthur J. Goldberg, U.S. am­ 
bassador to the United Nations, 
said Monday when asked if this 
country was thinking of ending 
its opt>ositlon to a U.N. seat for 
Red China: 
“ We have had no indication of 
a change of attitude on the part 
of the Red Chinese."

The new drug — so far used 
only in animals but with prom­ 
ising results — has been dubbed 
a “ stingless m ustard," in that it 
attacks cancer cells like con­ 
ventional mustards, but appar­ 
ently 
lacks 
their unwanted 
“ sting" for normal cells. 
Dr. 
Zinon O. Papanastassiou 
of 
Arthur 
D. Little, Inc., 
Cambridge, Mass., told about it 
in a report prepared for the 
151st national meeting of the 
American Chemical Society. 
He said the synthetic com­ 
pound — called A DL-45 — has 
shown high activity against a 
wide 
variety of experimental 
animal tumors, 
especially 
against two types of leukemia 
cells. Further testing is under 
way, looking towards the possi­ 
bility of trials in humans, he 
said. 
But he declared in an inter­ 
view supplementing his techni­ 
cal report that “ I am only very 
cautiously optim istic" 
about 


whether it will be useful against 
human malignancy. 
“ It is difficult to tell, at this 
tim e," he 
said, “ the signifi­ 
cance of our work. 
“ Cancer is a dreadful disease

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Cancer Shrinks 
By New Treatment

PHOENIX, Ariz. AP -- 
A 
strange 
difference 
in the 
energ> 
system of one fast- 
growing 
cancer 
is 
tieing 
exploited to hell its victims, 
a University of Southern Call. 
fornia doctor said.

melanoma, 
sometimes called b l a c k cancer. 
It seems to rely on the oxygen- 
carrying potential 
of an e s ­ 
sential chemical heller called 
tyrosinase, said Dr. Harry B. 
Demopoulos, a USC pathologist. 
By two methods, he has tried 
to cut down on the amount of 
this vital chemical available to 
the tumor, and it has resulted 
in shrinking cancers in some 80 
per cent of his patients. 
It requires, however, a strin­ 


gent diet to eliminate a basic 
amino acid that is found in the 
protein of meat, milk, eggs and 
other foods. In fact, patients are 
often 
reduced 
to 
eating a 
powder-like 
combination of 
selected m aterials, plus certain 
fruits and vegetables. 
In an alternative method, a 
drug is used to pull copper out 
of the system, further cutting 
down on the chemical energy 
available 
to 
the 
tumor, 
Demopoulos told the American 
Cancer Society’s eighth annual 
Science W riter's Seminar. 
The 
treatment 
has several 
drawbacks. The diet is difficult 
and unpleasant. It takes two 
months of the drug treatm ent to 
wring the copper out of the 
system --a relatively long per­ 
iod when the patient is suffering

In a statement, he added that 
the effect of the China policy 
hearings is to persuade Com­ 
munists in Hanoi, Peking and 
Moscow “ of divisions of opinion 
in the United States that do not 
exist in fact.” 
Former Rep. Walter H. Judd, 
R-Minn., a one-time medical

to 
China, urged 
stepf>ed-up bombings of North 
Viet Nam’s “ war plants, power 
plants, oil tanks,” and whatever 
is important to Ho Chi Minh’s 
prosecution of the war. 
University of Washington Prof. 
George E. Taylor testified the 
United States must continue to 
assist South Viet Nam and other 
nations that feel Communist 
pressure 
with 
political pro­ 
grams “ backed by force.” 
Monday’s three witnesses had 
been urged to appear by com­ 
mittee Republicans who wanted 
them to offset previous witness­ 
es called by Chairman J. W. 
Fulbright. Those witnesses said 
the United States should follow 
a policy of “ containment--but 
not isolation” toward recogni­ 
tion of Red China, its U. N. ad­ 
mission and trade relations. 
Fulbright, an Arkansas Demo­ 
crat, said he hopes to conclude 
the current hearings Wednes­ 
day. No session was scheduled 
for today.

It’s Computerized 
Today’s soldier is usually paid by 
check which can be cashed for hard 
money. Along with his check, he also

The voucher identifies the soldier by name, pay grade, 
service number, and Social Security number. At a glance, 
the recipient can ascertain his years of service for pay, 
the amount of his basic pay and allowances, and the dollars 
deducted for taxes, and allotments. In the Tax column, the 
payee can also see the cumulative amount of federal and 
FICA taxes deducted from his pay thus far in the year. 


A Recap 
A final column on the form gives the soldier a recap of 
his pay for the month in question—total entitlements, col­ 
lections, and amount paid or carried forward. The amount 
paid should agree with the individual’s paycheck. 
Even modern computers do make mistakes and it is to 
the soldier’s advantage to know and understand the pay 
system and his pay voucher. A few minutes to become 
familiar with the Form and another few minutes to check 
your pay out against it each month could mean extra 
dollars in your pocket. (ANF)

Also advanced was a bill to 
increase the salary of the chair­ 
man of the Board of Probation 
and Parole from $10,500 to 
$17,500 a year, and the two 
board members from $9,000 a 
year to $15,000. 
Another would let junior col­ 
leges issue revenue bonds to 
build dining halls, recreation­ 
al and social facilities. In floor 
action, the Senate lifted the 4 
per cent 
celling 
on Interest. 
Sen. Earl Blackwell, I>-Hills- 
boro, its sponsor, said there is 
no market for 4 per cent reve­ 
nue bonds at present. 
Earlier the Senate moved Into 
position for passage a bill to 
let the state pay the first $40 
of hospitalization costs for the 
Indigent aged when Medicare 
goes into effect July I. 
The state also would pay $10 
a day for hospitalization be­ 
tween the 60th and 90th days. 
Sen. William J. Cason, D- 
Clinton, said the plan would re­ 
sult In a net saving of $863,- 
000 to the state when Medicare 
becomes effective. 
Another bill tied to federal 
action went down the drain as 
delaying tactics in the Senate 
Ways and Means Committee ef­ 
fectively killed a measure for 
a uniform corporate income tax. 
Both the sponsor, Sen. Albert 
M. Spradling, D-Cape Girar­ 
deau, and the committee chair­ 
man, Sen. Omer H. Avery, 13- 
Troy, agreed the bill now has 
no chance in the remainder of 
the 60-day special session. 
Spradling said if the federal 
government takes over the cor­ 
porate income tax field, as pro­ 
posed in a pending congression­ 
al bill, Missouri could lose up 
to $50 million a year because 
that would also knock out the 
state sales-use tax revenue. 


Another committee approved 
a bill to set up a state-regional 
planning system to qualify for 
federal funds. 
The modified version stripped 
away some of the broad powers 
in the original bill and would 
not Interfere with the work of 
bl-state planning agencies in 
the St. Louis and Kansas City 
metropolitan areas.
